The fire was the most spoctacular
thut could bhe imugiaed When It
broke out PIMh avenue waa crowded

with people watching the 8t Putrick's
day parade, and every window Iin the
front of the hotel facing Fifth avenue
was filled with spectntors watching the
marching men and foats in the stroet
The day wis nll that eould be deslred
nnd unusually large numbers of peo-
ple ware on the streetz on that ac-
count, a fuct which Interfered oot a
Httle with the movements of the fre-
men and police. As soon as the flames
ware discovered abooting from the
windows that part of the St. Patrick's
day processlon which was near the
bullding came to & halt, and in a few
minutes the parade was disbanded

In additlon to the regular guests of
the hotel the windows were crowded
by & large number of spectators, resi.
dents of this city, who had ocongre-
goted there to witness the parade, |

Jumped From the Windows,

Soon after the firat alarm was glven
people lo the lower floors of the hotel,
those who had easy accean to the
mireet und the bar, commenced to pour
out of the bullding Iln great aumbers,
but its wery soon bLecame apparent
that a great majority of the occaupants
of the hotel were either panic stricken
or were unnble to make thelr way to
the ground floor. Windows ware
thrown up on every side of the bufld-
Ing, and guests moutly women, in all
stages of terror, muds thair appear-
ance ‘and commenced to make fraatio
appeals for assistance to the erowd
standing below. As the flames gathar-
od about them they Lecame more and |
more terror stricken, and presently |
several of them stood upon the narrow |
window slils and beckoned to the spsce i
tators below that they were about to |
leap to tho sirsets, Ths men collected |
upon the sldewalks, readyto offer any
assistance that they could, and in the
meantime a number of women leéft the
window sills and dropped to the strest, |
In most of the cases tha offorta to
cateh them and break their awful fall |
was unavalllng, for they struck the
sidewalk, and In most casea broken
limbs were the result.

Many Herolo Resonuews.

Aa soon as the firamen could get
thalir scaling ladders Into position they
elimbed the sides of the bullding and |
enterad every window, and many cases
of harole rescues were witnessed by
the throng in the streets. At the cor-
ner of Forty-seventh street and Fifth
avenus, directly across from the hotel,
¢ the home of Miss Helen Gould, and
st her direction many of the fnjured
were carried there and wers treated
by physielans and nurses, whom she
had sent for., In the meantime the
ohlef of police bad telephoned to every
hospital in the city, asking that as-
slstance be sent to the fire sufferers,
Ambulances forced thelr way through
the crowds as quickly as possible, and
the injured people who had made the
frightful leaps from ths hotal windows
were placed in them and removed to
the hospitals. BSBeveral ocoupants of
the hotel appeared at the windows of
the aixth and seventh stories, and svan
on the roof, and leapad to the strests
from these points, Very few of them
escaped elther instant denth or In-
juries which resulted In thelr death o
short time later.

Bullding Foveloped In Flames,

In the meantime the sntire bullding
was belng envelopsd In flames, which
shot out from every window and form-
ed a pleture which atruck terror to all
those who wara witnesses to it. 'With-
in 40 or 46 minutes after the fire first
broke out the walls on the Fifth ave-
pue side showed every indication of
falling, and presently, with an awful
erash, they struck the asphalt covering
of the strest in front of the hotel and
eaused the hundreds of people who
were standing there to scatter In avery
direction, This fall weakened the
walls on the Forty-sixth and Forty-
seventh sides, nnd they followed a mo-
ment later, When the walls fell the
bricks and mortar and twisted girdern
and corrugated iron filled the streets
on the three sides of the hotel,

The doorsteps and fron fences in
front of the houses on the opposite
side of the streat from the hotal ware
wrecksd by the falllng walls, and the
amount of debris plled In the streets
wae 850 great that travel will bhe fm-
peded for saverul days. The northwast
wing of the hotel continued to burn
for & half hour after the walls of the
vear part of the bullding fell. The
firemen continued to play streams
vpon the flames and also upon all the
pdjolning bulldings, |ooluding Miss
Gould's resldence, which se=med in
fmminent danger of catching fire, but
the Nrmes were bhrought under eontrol
before they could reach any of theas.
Hotol,

There were many thrilling scones {a
the hotel during the early stages of the
fire. As soon as IL bhroke out o hallboy
digroverad the fMames while he wan
pasging immedintely over the rooms
pocupled by President MeKinley's
hrother, Abpner MeKinley, and iy fam-
fly. The boy pulled a chaln attached
to the five alarm, but the chaln broke
pud then he cried out an alnrm of fire
gnd ran to the floor below,

The blage was then licking up every-
thing on the Fifth avenue end of le
bullding, and the Iad, when hs got to
the floor above the main ball ran into

the American dinlng room and give
the alarm to the guests there. Only
a few parsons were In the dining room
sl the time, and they escaped, When
the boy reached the main Aoor War-
ren F. Laland, the proprietor of ths
hotal, was in the rear of the long hall,
and the boy shouted to him that the
bullding was on fire. On Mr, Leland's
instructions the clerks tried to save
all the booka and papers, and ths boy

Regnrding the origin of the fire The

ha could cateh a moment's alght of the |
parade. In front of him walked a man |
patron of the hotel. At the angie of |
the passnge fear Pifth avenus and |
Forty-sixth atreet the patron drew a
mateh and lghted a clgar or cigaretts.
He toaed the match swside. It was siill
blazing, und foll Into the folds of & Ince
curtain, In an Instant the Mimky fab-
ric was ablaze, and instantly the flames
shot to surrounding draperies.
